There will be day care at Mc- 
Gill after all. 

An official open meeting of the 
Students’ Society yesterday over- 
whelmingly passed a resolution 
sponsored by the Alliance for 
Child Care (ACC) requiring 
Students’ Council to establish and 
maintain a co-operative day care 
centre in space provided by Coun- 
cil, Only a handful of the more 
than 300 students present voted 
against the resolution, which is 
binding since the quorum of 300 
students was obtained. 

Money collected by the Students’ 
Society following the terms of the 
resolution will be given to the 
McGill Day Care Co-operative 
(MDCC), which will be an inde- 
pendent, non-profit, incorporated 
body, controlled by representati- 
ves from parents and students 
regularly participating in the M- 
DCC and by the employees of 
the MDCC. 

In addition to establishing a 
progressive, parent-controlled 
day care centre for McGill work- 
ers, and students and for spill- 
over from the general commu- 
nity, the MDCC will initiate an 
educational program — centred 
around issues such as family 
life, health problems, the oppres- 
sion of women, and political ac- 
tion for providing day care for 
the people of Quebec. 

The only major opposition to 
the resolution at the meeting 
came from Professor Fromjmov- 
ic, Chairman of the administra- 
tion-backed McGill Community 
Family Centre (MCFC), who 


criticized the ACC as being*‘too 








political” while admitting that 
the MCFC has ‘‘a more conser- 
vative attitude”. 

The ACC agreed that the 
MCFC is more conservative, 
calling it a “bureaucratic group 
that doesn’t believe day care is 
a right. It is expert-controlled, 
not parent-controlled. It is not 
really interested in children. It 
has never fought for day care fa- 
cilities; only the ACC has done 
that.” 

Fromjmovic said that if the 
Students’ Society were to estab- 
lish a day care centre, money for 
it should be kept in Students’ So- 
ciety hands. This idea was cri- 
ticized for undercutting parent 
control. ‘The problem with the 
Students’ Society,” said an ACC 
representative, ‘‘is that it is 
not made up of parents; it would 
not be concerned with the day-to- 
day problems.” 

Not being a student, Fromj- 
movie was not allowed to make 
his suggestion a formal amend- 
ment to the resolution: and he 
could find no student willing to 
do so. After a little more dis- 
cussion, therefore, the original 
resolution was put to a vote and 
approved overwhelmingly. 

Commenting later, the ACC 
said that it is ‘‘extremely grati- 
fied by the outcome. Our faith 
in the students has been justified. 
With their help, the ACC _ has 
stopped the administration's at- 
tempt to prevent the formation 
of a body meant to serve people's 
needs. The administration’s de- 
ceit and duplicity, especially in 
its use of an injunction, was an

Biology 
core 
discussed 


À biology assembly meeting 
held yesterday afternoon in the 
Stewart Biological Building re- 
sulted in the adoption of the 


following motion: 


“It is proposed that the Bio- 
logy Department require : the 
following courses from the Core 
201D, 205D, 206D, 
231A+-B, and 301A, 
and that other courses now. re- 
quired (i.e. 303A, 305A, and 
309B 

Or alternate math) be discre- 
tional for major teaching groups.” 

The motion was presented by 
G. Manery; it was passed, after 
an hour of debate, by a vote of 
28-15. 

The current Biology Core Cur- 
riculum is the basis of a three- 
year program that follows 
CEGEP, Of the 90 credits needed 
by a student majoring or honour- 
ing in biology, 30 are compulso- 
ry; that is, part of the Core Cur- 
riculum. Another 30 are com- 
pulsory; that is, part of the Core 
Curriculum. Another 30 are 
decided by the individual profes- 
sors on departments, while the

and students can work together

The ACC warned, however, 


that vigilance must be maintained 
against any future attempts at 
sabotage by the administration. 
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remaining 30 are chosen by the 
students. 

The passing of the above mo- 
tion followed on the heels of two 
previously defeated proposals. 
The first, presented by F. Clarke 
Fraser, read: 

“It is moved that the Core Cur- 
riculum requirements in Biology 
(Major/Honours) Programs re- 
main unchanged for one more 
year."’ This motion was defeated, 
26-15. 

The second was an amendment 
to the passed motion. Its pur- 
pose was to transfer a certain 
amount of decision-making in 
course selection from the fa- 
culty members to the students. 
It omitted ‘‘discretional for major 
teaching groups” and replaced it 
with: 

“incorporated into a group of 
options from which majors and 


honours students make a selec- 
tion, the number of credits and 
the list of optional courses to be 
recommended and kept under 
open review by the Curriculum 
Committee of the Department.” 


The amendment was defeated, 
23-15. 


The 45-odd people who attend- 
ed the meeting were divided 
roughly 50/50 between faculty and 
students. The students were 
generally more interested in ins- 
tituting immediate changes to the 
existing Core Curriculum, while 
the faculty members tended to 
be more noncommittal. 

The students’ arguments were 
basically that there is no reason 
why those majoring or_honouring 
in biology should have to take

“The artists taught me how to 
make something out of nothing. 
They gave me the idea of meta- 
morphosis. No matter how shab- 


by life may seem to be, there is 


a method of levitation. Poets and 


‘artists use this method." 


Continuing on the theme of 
‘creative will’, she emphasized 
the transforming, transcending, 
and transfiguring quality of “that 
urge to birth”. 

‘Sometimes we are given noth- 
ing to start our life with," she 
said, ‘‘but no matter what is given 
to us, our vision can see what we 
can become.” 

Describing the quality of an 
artist, she said, ‘‘they use free 
associations; they are less a 
cerebral person; and they use 
all of their five senses.” 


According to Nin, they also 
“trust the inspiration that comes 
from within them” and ‘they 
dream’’. But dreaming, to an 
artist, is just a process of ‘‘con- 
cretization of. images”. ‘He 
simply believes in what comes 
from the depth; he is not afraid 
of it; he tries to become aware 
of it.” By his awareness of the 
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“inner reality”, the artist be- 
comes creative, 

Nin disagreed strongly with the 
attitude that emphasizes conflict 
rather than harmony amongst peo- 
ple. ‘We stress too much our 
differences - religious, national, 
and economic, Everything that 
is given to us in life is used to 
create the division within us.” 

Even the women’s liberation 
movement, claimed Nin, has been 
guilty of overemphasizing conflict 
in humanity. 

‘My whole obsession has been 
to get away from hostility and 
differences, to find likenesses” 
she said. 

‘“‘My diaries helped me discov- 
er that there are things that we 
share in common - sorrows, ca- 
tastrophes, for. instance, which 
affect us all in some fundamental 
ways.” 

According to Nin, the best way 
to change unpleasant social real- 
ities like poverty and exploitation 
is to “transform our inner sel- 
ves.”’ 

“Social conflicts can resolve 
themselves,’’ explained the  70- 
year-old artist, “if we change 
ourselves from within.”

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Good performance of brilliant Brecht 


The McGill English Depart- 
ments production of Bertolt 
Brecht's St. Joan of the Stock- 
yards opened before a packed 
house last night in Moyse Hall. 
Anybody who wants to see this 
play before it closes Saturday 
night will have to pray tor a 
sudden indisposition on the part 
of a friend with tickets - there 
are just no more to be found. 

The performance seemed a bit 
weak at the beginning. but be- 
fore the intermission it had 
picked up and become totally 
absorbing. The power of 
Brecht's drama, loaded with wit. 
satire. and blunt political truth. 
swept over the cast. and they 


~ performed well overall. 


The actors chose to remain 
anonymous in their collectivity. 
but the lead roles of Joan Dark 
and Pierpont Mauler were hand- 
led with conviction and depth of 
feeling, and there were several 
fine characterizations in other 
roles, particularly those - of 
Slift, the banker: Paulus Sny- 
der, the hypocritical salvation- 
ist: the Irish landlord; and sev- 
eral of the workers, 

One unusual aspect of the

courses that don’t interest them. 
They want clear alternatives 
to the Core Curriculum. One 
student supported this argument 
by pointing out that the results 


of an informal survey he conduct- . 


ed amongst U-1 biology students 
showed that 92% did not want to 
take Core Curriculum courses ‘in 
U-2. 

Another student felt that in ad- 
dition to the courses themselves, 
the teaching methods were poor. 
She gave as an example the over- 
crowded nature of the classes. 

The majority of faculty mem- 
bers believed that the Core Cur- 
riculum was set up to prepare 
students for post-graduate work 
and that therefore it is impossi- 
ble to say yet whether it has 
been successful. One profes- 
sor said that he wants to see 
the conclusion of the first three- 
year cycle and its effects on the 
students who took it. Another 
added that the Core Curriculum 
is based on the CEGEP curricu- 
lum, and as the latter is not yet 
known, binding changes should 
not be made. A third profes- 
sor expressed concern over the 
problem of over-specialization. 

In conclusion, however, two 
important points did meet with the 
approval of-faculty members and 
students alike. They were: 

© It is best to leave the mat- 
ter of prerequisites to the indi- 
vidual teacher’s discretion, and 

@ the plans for an extensive 
examination of the Core Curricu- 
lum to be conducted next year 
will not be set aside, no matter 
how many minor alterations are 
made between now and then. All 
motions presented till then are 
understood to be temporary mea- 
sures only. 


major male roles by women. 
This did not work in all cases, 
but in some, particularly the 
role of Snyder, it was very ef- 
fective. 

The production was enhanced 
by special effects - the projec- 
tion of graphics, slogans. and 
scene subjects on the back wall. 
the televising of Joans death 
and canonization on strategical- 
ly placed sets following clips 
from the CBC news, and ‘’mag- 
ic tricks” by Slift who was 
somehow able to make anything 
from a bouquet of paper flowers 
to a phony steak dinner pop. out 
of his sleeve. 

Especially rewarding was the 
printed programme, which sold 
for only 25 cents but contained 
a full 40 pages of poetry. ana- 
lysis. criticism. and historical 
background, with no ads. 

The spectacular effort ex- 
pended on the programme and 
the production is perhaps at- 
tributable to the fact that they 
represented a whole school 
years work on the part of a 
full English class. 
‘But even had the production 
been a flop. the play would still 
be worth seeing. It is one of 
Brecht's best, and. as one mem- 
ber of the cast put it in the dis- 
cussion following the play. 


“This play has only been done. 


two or three times in North 
America for reasons I don't 


Want to speculate about.” 


The play is set in early 20th- 
century Chicago. a: world of 


clearly defined” class differ- 
ences. of unscrupulous specul- 
ators. violence, and _ grinding 


poverty. a world that was des- 
cribed before by Upton Sinclair 
in The Jungle and Jack London 
in The Iron Heel. Mauler, a 
ruthless slaughterhouse owner, 
seeks to corner the market on 
meat, regardless of the cost to 
the workers/consumers and to 
his fellow capitalists. Joan, a

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to the working classes with the 
“Black Straw Hats”. reacts 
against the evils of the sys- 
tem. joins the proletariat. fails 
it because of her petty-bourgeois 
indecisiveness. finally sees the 
truth, but dies. too late. She is 
canonized by the unholy alliance 
of capitalists and salvationists, 
who cynically use her and her 
early beliefs to make the work- 
ers believe that their salvation 
is in religion. 

Brecht's thesis is that ‘'mo- 


ralitv” is defined by the ruling - 


class, that ‘’only violence helps 
where violence reigns. and only 
men help where men are”. Joan, 
realizing this too late, warns. 
“Take care ‘that leaving the 
world you were not only good. 
but left a good world!” 

Mauler. for example, is a 
romantic. a sentimentalist, at 
the same time that he is a ruth- 
less exploiter. He repents. only 
to be lured to even greater 
crimes by the chance of money 
and power. He weeps over the 
Slaughter of an ox and wants to 
leave the meat business, but he 
thinks nothing of sending out the 
troops to machine-gun starving 
strikers to death. 

The play is replete with bril- 
liant lines. like this one by Sny- 
der: ‘Cleanliness is next to god- 
liness. We may not be very god- 
ly around here, but by God we're 
going to be cleanly,” 


And those behind this produc- 
tion think up a few contempori- 
zations of their own that might 
even have done Brecht proud. 
For example. the final, hypo- 
critical chorus of capitalists and 
clerics is sung to the tune of 
that well-known modern hymn 
to U.S. imperialism and Coca- 
Cola,‘ l'd like to teach the world 
to sing in perfect harmony...” 


If you can't find a ticket to 
one of the performances. at 
least buy the programme.

Many Canadians are surprised 
to learn that Canada has a racist 
immigration policy. After all, 
the Immigration Act and other 
related regulations do not even 
mention race; they just leave a 
lot of points to the discretion of 
the Immigration Officers. (Points 
are awarded to a potential im- 
migrant for evaluation purposes.) 
The point system, however, did 
make it easier for a particular 
type of individual to immigrate 
in spite of his race and the Im- 
migration Officer assigned to 
review his case. 

The written laws and regula- 
tions may meet the highest: stan- 
dards set by the UN Charter (and 
the principles for which the Com- 
monwealth stands), but their en- 
forcement leaves a lot to be de- 
sired. The net effect is that Can- 
ada’s immigration policy is ra- 
cist. 

The immigration policy is ra- 
cist because: 

(1) the uneven distribution of 
Immigration Officers makes a 
mockery of equality of opportuni- 
ty to equally qualified potential 
immigrants in different parts of 
the world; 

(2) the many offices in Europe 
spend public money on promoting 
immigration, while the few offi- 
ces in non-white areas are clog- 
ged with unprocessed applications; 

(3) treatment of non-white vis- 
itors to Canada has been inhum- 
ane, including unnecessary har- 
assments, exacting of bonds, 
withholding of passports, and 
even returning of plane loads of 
qualified legal visitors, tactics 
unknown to whites; 

(4) till very recently, Canada 
had quotas for non-whites, and 
many immigration officers today 
are the same people who admin- 
istered a blatantly racist immi- 
gration policy before; it is hard 
to believe they have all changed. 

As it stands now, Canada’s im- 
migration policy does not bar 
people of races other than white 
from coming; it just asks them 
for unusual investment in time 
and money before they are ac- 
cepted or even considered. 

The question naturally arises 
about the ability of non-whites to 
adapt and become good Canadian 
citizens. 

If intermarriage is the final 
test of adaptability, then Asians 
have intermarried more than

Italians, Jews, and, surprisingly, 
British. 

If taking out Canadian citizen- 
ship is an indication of commit- 
ment to Canada, then those with 
the least propensity are the im- 
migrants from the U.S., UK, 
France, and other central and 
northern European communities. 
Many non-whites thus not only 
intermarry, but become Canadian 
citizens in higher proportions 
than many traditional immigrants. 
One should recommend non-white 
immigration on this basis. 

Some ‘small-1” liberals, ho- 
wever, have been found to adhere 
to two myths: 

(1) that the needs of Canadian 
Society are the needs of an indus- 
trialized society, and so one can 
find suitable immigrants only 
from other industrialized socic- 
ties, Assuming this is true, why 
has Japan received so little at- 
tention compared with Europe? 

(2) that encouragement of im- 
migration from developing so- 
cieties causes ‘‘brain drain” and 
so poses a moral problem. 

To dispel the second myth, one 
need only look at India. It has 
tens of thousands of unemployed 
engineers, who can leave India 
without jeopardizing its well- 
being. 

Globally speaking, the cleavage 
between the rich white countries 
and the poor countries is growing. 
Political independence of the for- 
mer colonies has yet to break 
down the centuries-old chains of 
European economic domination. 
It is in the logic of imperialism 
that no jobs besides mining re- 
sources and subsistence farming 
are left in areas assigned to the 
bottom of the economic ladder. 
Those people with abilities to do 
more than mine or farm are for- 
ced to follow the resources and 
profits, The ineffectiveness of 
the UN should be no excuse for 
Canada not to act as a responsible 
country and help ease racist anta- 
gonisms at home. Economic an- 
tagonism, of course, needs wider 
effort to correct. This does not 
rule out coordinating immigra- 


“ion with the absorbing capacity 


of the economy, 

The only major conscious ac- 
ceptance of non-whites has been 
the 5000 or fewer Ugandans in 
1972, It is sad to note that this 
hour of glory occurred only be- 
cause the natural escape route 
to Britain was blocked by British 
racist immigration policy; Can- 
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ada was only yielding to British 


persuasions, After all, Canada 


failed to act, in the absence of 


such persuasions, when similar 
or more severe conditions beset 
the people belonging to the Com- 
monwealth. Remember Biafra 
and Bangladesh! On the other 
hand, it did respond to Czecho- 
slovakian and Hungarian situa- 
tions beyond the so-called ‘iron 
curtain’. Racism seems to drill 
doors in the iron curtain and 
make Commonwealth meaning- 
less. Canadian sympathy is cer- 
tainly not colour blind. 

The much talked about limit 
of 5000 is itself arbitrary,  in- 
humane, and racist, since more 
than 100,000 people immigrated 
to Canada last year. How did 
representatives of the Hon. M. 
Sharp say “No” to the 5001st 
Ugandan? Too many Indians! 

Changing the rules overnight 
on November 3 for visitors  ap- 
plying for immigration from 
within is at best erratic, arbitra- 
ry management. It reminds one 
of the recent stories of ‘God told 
me so”. It certainly is no com- 
pliment to the good management 
and foresight of the Liberal gov- 
ernment and its practice of ‘‘par- 
ticipatory democracy’. Refusing 
to accept applications at 12 noon 
on November 3 from people wait- 
ing since 9 am smacks of inhum- 
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ane, arbitrary bureaucracy. Big 
Brother is here. 

All those whose legal expec- 
tations have been frustrated over- 
night are now stranded with only 
a hope that someday they will be 
landed. They have nothing to go 
back to, and they continue to hope 
for another reversal. All those 
who entered Canada before De- 
cember 3 should receive our ut- 
most sympathy. 

The Department of Immigra- 
tion itself set an excellent pre- 
cedent earlier in the summer 
when it summarily disposed of 
the many applications waiting for 
a long time to be processed by 
Immigration Appeal Board. Some- 
thing similar needs to be attemp- 
ted now. 

If those who are trapped do not 
receive a proper legal status, 
they will either go underground 
and work illegally or later ap- 
pear on criminal rolls. This, of 
course, is neither conducive to 
Canadian quality of life nor to 
public security. It may some 
day reflect on the racist admi- 
nistration of Canadian justice. 

The press very conveniently 
dubbed the visitors applying for 
immigration from within as back- 
door immigrants. It conveniently 
ignored that most of the visitors 
applying from within come from 
non-white areas, where there are 
either ‘inadequate immigration 
facilities or none whatsoever. 
One cannot blame someone for 
coming through the backdoor if 
the front door is not open to them. 

It is disheartening that many 
responsible persons have not yet 
realized the .importance of im- 
migration. After all, racially 
homogeneous countries potential- 
ly have the same disadvantages 
and risks in a world of shrinking 
distances and increasing  insec- 
urity as separate development 
has in blatantly racist South Af- 
rica. 

In short, then, the long history 
of the Canadian immigration po- 
licy is racist in nature, and the 
short period of liberalization ap- 
pears to be coming to a close 
with the plugging of the path that 
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was the only way out for many 
non-whites. 

In view of the above, let all 
those who are human beings first 
demand the following; 

(1) that all those who arrived 
in Canada before December 3, 
1972 be given a chance to apply 
for changed immigrant status and 
that their cases be quickly  dis- 
posed of; 

(2) that visitors from countries 
with inadequate immigration fa- 
cilities be allowed to apply for 
landed status as before till the 
immigration facilities in those 
countries are brought: up to a 
minimum acceptable level; 

(3) that immigration decisions, 
like other Government decisions, 
be made public and that sponsors 
of immigrants be allowed to ap- 
peal decisions; 

(4) that immigration officers 


“be selected on the basis of their 


sensitivity to other cultural and 
racial groups and that they be 
trained and examined periodical- 
ly about their ability to implement
